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The mace of Medieval times was a stout club with a wicked-looking 
spiked head, Its advantage in battle was that it could crack a knight's armor 


and make him vulnerable to further attack, 


The chemical MACE (brand name) of the technological age is aptly 
named, because one of its ingredients (trichloroethane) has the effect of 
dissolving fatty tissues so that the tear gas which it also contains can bite 
deep and affect nerve endings directly. In a sense, then, it is destructive to 
man's natural armor that gives him some protection against painful and 
harmful irritants, 

As the result of a number of unusually bad reactions by persons to a 
MACEing, a controversy has arisen about its continued use by the police. 
Issues central to the controversy are that MACE may cause permanent dam- 
age or even death, that it has not been tested adequately, that it is not sub- 
ject to federal controls and standards, and that its manufacturer and those 
who use it are often very secretive about its nature, In spite of the contro- 
versy and a cautionary Surgeon General's Report, MACE continues to be 
used widely by police agencies, including those of Baltimore City and County. 

MACE was invented nearly three years ago by Alan Litman, who 
sought to make a non-lethal weapon which his wife could use for self-protec- 
tion, It is now manufactured by the Smith & Wesson Co, of Pittsburg (the 
gun people) and is sold exclusively to police agencies, as an ideal alternative 
to the night stick, An estimated 3000 such agencies in the U.S. use MACE, 
The chemical comes in two sizes of spray cans and in a billy club that is 
designed to spray. When used by an officer it is sprayed directly into the 
face of the person to be arrested, who is immediately subdued because of 
the effects of blindness, tearing of the eyes, pain, a sense of suffocation, 
and mental confusion, According to the distributor, these effects are tempor- 
ary, lasting from ten to thirty minutes, The active ingredients in MACE are 
tear gas, kerosene, and trichlorethane. The sale of MACE is not subject to 
the controls or standards of any federal agency, not even the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

The first protest against the use of MACE (leaving aside the uncount- 
able personal and silent protests of those who saw, via the tube, the agony 
and terror of those anti-war demonstrators who were MACEd on the coast) 
came from Ann Arbor, Michigan, where, in related incidents of March 16 
and 17, five to nine black people (reports vary on the number) were sprayed 
with the chemical. Of the persons doused, one, Marvin Harrison, 18, hada 
severe reaction, and the other two suffered effects of skin eruptions and 
burning for five days, Harrison stated (see New Republic, April 13) that he 
was MACEd once before and twice after being subdued and handcuffed, that 
the chemical was sprayed into his eyes and mouth from a distance of only a 
few inches, and that he was not allowed to wash afterwards, He was released 
a few hours subsequent to being arrested, however, and the next day his face 
broke out into a rash and he experienced nausea, loss of appetite, and im- 
pairment of vision, Within three more days, the skin on the right side of his 
face began to peel and was depigmented, Harrison could not be treated at a 
hospital because at that time the MACE formula was secret and an antidots 
could not be prescribed. 

A public outcry resulted from this incident, a meeting of the city 
council of Ann Arbor was held, and a decision to suspend the use of MACE 
by the police there was made, The incident also brought to light the possible 
dangers of MACE when it is misused and the fact that MACE has not been 
adequately tested, and it cast suspicion on the safety of MACE even when 
used properly. cont'd page 14

Patrolman Ferrell said he 
tried to disperse three men 
loitering at the intersection, two 
Jof them left, he said, but one 
man started using profanity and 
added: “I’m the boss of this 
corner and I don't have to 
move.” d 

The patrolman told the man 
he was under arrest, he said, 
but when he tried to urge the 
man toward his patrol car a 
scuffle started. 

Pushed Against Car 

Patrolman Ferrell said the 
man hit him on the side and 
head several times, then pushed 
him against his car. 

He said he sprayed the man 
jwith mace, a control chemical, 
but the man hit him in the 
istomach. Patrolman Ferrell re- 
|ported that he then unleashed] 
jhis espantoon and struck the 
man on his face and left side. 

More police responded to his 
jcall for assistance and subdued 
the suspect. 

Patrolman Ferrell was treated 
at Mercy Hospital and released.

The friendly neighborhood cop speaks, "Hey, I thought I told you to 
get off my corner, '' 

"Boy, that really hurt my feelin's--I started to exp to the officer 
that I owned the bar in front of me. Then he squirted that in my face, I 
stumbled off the curb--next thing you know he grabbed me and shoved me 
over on the police car," 

The Evening Sun calls McKinley Richardson the "boss of the corner" 
at Pennsylvania Avenue and Smithson Street. However, without bothering to 
explain this epithet, they leave all of the vague innuendoes of the sick mind 
to fill in the details, The fact is, "Big Mac" is the boss of the corner. He 
owns the Alhambra Bar and Grill on one corner and Mac's Pool Room on the 
adjacent corner, He not only owns these two businesses, Richardson keeps 
close watch over their operation as well, usually from somewhere on the 
premises, Richardson does not look for trouble, in fact, when the junkies 
and dope pushers started killing each other a few years ago, Richardson took 
it on his own to clean up the 1500 block of Pennsylvania Avenue, He measures 
his success by the fact that the pushers and the junkies stay away from his 
place, Most people like Richardson, the ones that don't, don't mess with him, 

Richardson bought his businesses on Pennsylvania Avenue about sev- 
en years ago. He has had no trouble with the police in that time, that is he 
didn't have any until Tuesday, May 21, 1968, The account of Richardson's 
arrest in the Sun is the one given by the arresting officer--a policeman al- 
ready on probation by the department for his mistreatment of a prisoner. 
The story told by Richardson and a host of witnesses is completely different. 

Between ten and eleven p.m. on the night of May 21, 1968 (Tuesday), 
Richardson was leaning against a sign post on the edge of the sidewalk, dir- 
ectly in front of the entrance of his business establishment, the Alhambra, 


talking to two friends, He often does this when going outside for a breath of 
air so that he can look inside to make sure that things are running smoothly. 
A patrol car circled the block and stopped in front of Mac's Pool Room, The 
officer got out of the car and walked past Mr. Richardson into the Alhambra. 
According to Mr. Richardson and the men who were with him, the officer 


said nothing as he passed, The officer spent about 5 minutes in the bar speak- 


ing to several people, including a patron of which he asked, "Who is Big 
Mac?" As the patrolman began to walk out, barmaid Mary Phillips reports 
that he turned the walkie-talkie that hung from his belt "Way up loud. " 
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Margaret Brooks, a patron at the bar who was in a position to look 
out the front door, said that the officer had one hand behind his back, hold- 
ing a small black cylinder. As the officer approached Richardson, who was 
still leaning against the sign post, he directed a statement to him: "Didn't 
I tell you to get off my corner, " Richardson started to explain that he owned 
the Alhambra which he was standing directly in front of and that it was his 
custom to stand in that particular spot when he walked out of the bar for a 
little fresh air, At this point, the patrolman sprayed something in Richard- 
son's face, This was later identified as MACE gas. Richardson reeled off 
the curb, his arms covering his eyes due to the effects of the gas, The pa- 
trolman then grabbed Richardson by the collar and the back of his pants and 
shoved him across the back of the patrol car. His hands were cuffed behind 
his back and Richardson,being off balance.complained to the officer that, "I 
can't go no where like this, let me up." Trying to balance himself, Richard- 
son was struck in the head by Officer Ferrell, who as the Sun reported, had 
"unleased his espantoon."" As Richardson struggled to right himself (hands 
behind his back, sliding off car), he was struck in the head again, Richard- 
son bled profusely from the wounds inflicted by the police officer. This was 
confirmed by several witnesses, Officer Ferrell had called for help immed- 
iately after shoving Richardson on the patrol car, before he struck Richard-— 
son with his night stick, Two white officers arrived and had to subdue Officer 
Ferrell, who continued to strike Richardson with his fist, Richardson com- 
plained to the white officers to stop Ferrell and they complied. One officer 
who pulled Ferrell off Richardson said, obviously referring to the treatment 
Richard son was getting, "I don't want-no part of this. "' Even as officer 
Ferrell was pushed away, he reached around the other policeman and man- 
aged to strike Richardson with his fist. 

Richardson was taken to Provident Hospital, a few blocks away. He 
refused treatment because a crowd had formed and he felt trouble might 
start if he got out of the car. He was taken to Central District police station 
and charged with assaulting a policeman, The incidents surrounding Richard- 
son's arrest were all verified by the witnesses who were interviewed separ- 
ately. An important aspect of this case is the reaction of Richardson and 
several other people. 

The reaction centered around their treatment as ex-convicts, Rich- 
ardson feels that he has proven himself since he was in trouble 25 years ago. 
He is a successful businessman, Since he took over the Alhambra, he has 
managed to clear out the trouble-makers who frequented that tavern before 
he bought it. Richardson feels that if he can be harassed in front of his own 
business, then no businessman on the 'Avenue' is safe from the kind of 
treatment he received--or anywhere else for that matter, 

A lot of the questions which are raised by the strange manner in 
which Patrolman Gregory Ferrell sought to arrest Richardson are intensified 
by the reaction of the court to Richardson's hearing on May 27, 1968, Judge 
Edgar P, Silver, after reading the affadavits of the witnesses and hearing 
Officer Ferrell's story, disqualified himself from hearing the case, declar- 
ing it "too hot to handle, " The case is to be heard before a higher court at 
a future date, That this case is very hot was evidenced by the fact that the 
top brass of the police department were present at Richardson's hearing. 
Perhaps they can say why Officer Ferrell wanted to know, "Who's Big Mac?" 
Or perhaps they were there to get a close look at one of McKinley Richard- 
son's friends, who accompanied him to the court room, Stokley Carmichael.

Contrary to what the popular press would have us 
believe, the Poor People's Campaign is not teetering 
on the brink of disaster, health, financial, or other- 
wise. They have already achieved a victory that could 
conceivably double the number of poor fed by govern- 
ment aid (from 5, 900, 000 to over 10, 000,000). They 
have pressured the Department of Agriculture into 
channeling $225, 000, 000, originally destined to be re- 
turned tothe Treasury, into federal food programs.(P- 7)

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And that same Department has been severely critcized by two non-partisan reports 
in the last month( and the subject af a CBS documentary). Primarily, Resurrection 
City and its satellite cities will serve to give the establishment fair warning.and to, 
organize their own interests. In sort, to "get it together." 

The mass media, by its nature, has been unable to give impartial coverage to the 
Campaign, Newspapers and television demand professional news sources- glib speak- 
ers and itemized programs; neither can be found here. The result has been a giant 
Turn-Off. Common people resent the shark -like tactics of the media, and media men 
feel the marchers are unnecessarily harsh in dealing with the sources of publicity they 
seek, After about a one-and-a half hour wait in the rain and mud at the City, a CBS 
reporter berated SCLC: "Another goddamn day wasted waiting for Abernathy to sho». 
He does this all the time and he wonders why we get pissed off, "' A day or two later , 
one of the 'Peace Brothers" destroyed a foreign camera crew's equipment and rough- 
ed them up. 


Welfare Warfare

Washington(LNS) -- 


A heart-breaking report on hunger by the Citizen's Board of Inquiry has just lifted 
the curtain on why the poor are marching. In the richest country in the world people 
eat clay to still the pains of an empty belly, children come to school too hungry to 
learn, and the infants of the poor suffer irreversible brain damage from protein de- 
privation, Much of this hunger is also linked to hand-outs for those who do not need 
them Some of its roots may be found in subsidy programs designed to encourage 
farmers to make more money by producing less food, The effect has been to push the 
poor off the land and into the ghettoes. A program designed 30 years ago ostensibly 
to help the desperate family farmer has become a source of huge hand-outs to big 
farmers and farm corporations, 


In 1967 the 42. 7% of our farmers with income of less than 2500 a year re- 
ceived only 4. 5% of total farm subsidies paiil by the government while the top 10%, 
many of them farm corporations or vertical trusts in food processing, recieved 64. 5% 
of these subsidies, In the calendar year 1966 a quarter billion dollars in farm sub— 
sidies were paid to a lucky two one-hundrdths of one percent of the population of Texas. 
while the 28. 85 of its populatiorNbelow the poverty line received less than $8 million 
in all forms of food assistance. One farm company in California, J. G. Boswell, 
was given $3 million in handouts by the Treasury that year and the Hawaiian Commercial 
and Sugar Company got 1, 236,355 in Federal sweetening. 


Other even bigger corpor- 
ations live on the gravy that drips from the military and space programs, We may 
never reach the moon-- or know what to do with it when we get there-- but the race 
for it has already created.a new generation of Texas millionaires, The arms race and

Ours is a warfare, not a welfare, state. And unless 
the better conscience of the country can be mobilized 
it will wage a war upon the poor, too. Only twice 
before in our history have the poor marched on 
Washington-- Coxey's Army of the jobless in 1894 
and the bonus marche rs in 1932. Both times they 
were defeated by force. The last chapter of the 
Hoover Administration was the attack of General 
Mac Arthur's troops upon the encampment of the 
bonus marchers on the Anacostia flats. This time 
the shanties will not be burned down nor the poor 
scattered so easily. A clash could set off the hottest 
summer yet of our nascent civil war. The poor may 
prove to be an irresistible force. The Congress is 
certainly an immoyable ob iect. 

We wish the unaware millions of the suburbs 
could have heard the extraordinary collection of 
spokesmen for the poor whom the Rev. David 
Abernathy brought to Wesley A.M. E, Church for a 

preliminary rally here last week. The volcanic des- 
pair of our Negroes, Puerto Ricans, Indians, Span- 
ish Americans and poor whites has thrown up new and 
unknown leaders able to present their case with an 
untaught and unmatchable eloquence, The descendants 
of the enslaved, the conquered and the dispossessed 
have found voices which makes one realize what hu-. 
man resources lie untapped among them, It was also 
thrillign in a time of rising separation to join hands 
again with blacks in singing 'We Shall Overcome" and 
to feel how truly this movement stems from Martin 
Luther King's teaching. If this fails, multi-racialism 
and non-violence will fail with it. Yet fail it must un- 
less the middle class and suburb can be aroused to 
pressure Congress for the steps required to wipe out 
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Mpoverty. "There is nothing, '' Martin Luther King said, 


"except a tragic death wish, to prevent us from reorder- 
ing our priorities, so that the pursuit of peace will take

This--it cannot te said too of- 
ten-- may be our last chance, 
At this dangerous juncture, we need a crusade of 

he progressive well-to-do to supplement the efforts of 
the poor people's march, We are glad to see that SANE 
and a group of other organizations is calling for demon- 
strations of support throughout the country. We need 
volunteers to stand on street corners and collect money 
to feed the encampment of the poor in Washington, And 
we need an army of young white idealists to ring door- 
bells in the suburbs and awaken the middle class to the 
crisis the poor may precipitate., What lies ahead may 
be far more important than the election, 
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For over 400 years, black people have been constantly brutalized, humil- 
iated, degraded, and exploited, We, as black people, have not come together 
apd reacted as one to face this aggression. There are those among us who 
try to silence the truth that the militants speak. But there is something that 
they cannot deny~-the printed word that whites are distributing in their com- 
Gmunity,

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One comes away from "2001: A Space Odyssey" 
in awe, In awe of a film of both unspeakable beau- 
ty and intellectual import. The impossible has 
been done: The underground cinema has for the 
first time fused with the technical wealth of 
Hollywood moviedom, Born of a collaboration 
between Stanley Kubrick, director of Lolita” 
and "Dr. Strangelove" and the well-known scien- 
tist-science fiction author, Dr. Arthur C, Clarke, 
"2001" is a cinema masterpiece - valid artistic- 
ally, thematically, and technically, and yet 
vibrantly exciting and stimulating to the most un- 
sophisticated audience. . 


. : "2001" tells of an adventure that has not 
happened but may happen tomorrow, next mspnth, ° 
or 2 million years from now - man's first en- 
counter with intelligent alien beings. Life is 
undoubtedly being acted out right now in some part 
of the universe, but what wil] happen to man when 
the first contact is made? What if the beings are 
more intelligent than ourselves? All of our his- 
tory, our literature, our petty quarrels and strug- 
gles - all taking place on a relatively obscure pla- 
net of a just average sun - will surely be an open 
question in this new context. Indeed, as Kubrick 
suggests, Our most basic axioms - dimensions of 
time and space - may prove meaningless, 


"2001" took three years and $10 million, The 
immensity of the finished product stuns -- gone are 
the days of scotch-taped mode] rockets hanging by 
strings from painted milky ways. Tremendous 
sets uccupy the scro@ for mere seconds, weight- ¢ 
less environments and lunar landscapes seem more 
than simulated, it appears that Kubrick constructed 
a whole full-scale fleet of rockets and space sta- 
tions, hut he couldn't have, and that only begs the 
question: how did he do it” Such is the technical 
mastery of the film that one cannot quess, the only 
answer being to relax and hecome absorbed in the 
world of the future -- science fact, not fiction, 

Hut ai! this brilliance and glitter is only « 

* background for the human drama that lies at the 
core of the film, For all his insigtesce on 
technical virtuosity and accuracy, Kubrick never 
juses sight of his message: that in penetrating the 
infinite man many find his place in eternity. The 
MOV JIPst suggests a theme of man and his mas- 
tery of lite: his incredible accomplishments that 
have put him one the threshhold of space.

We see half-men half-apes following 
a daily routine and quarreling with another ape 
tribe, Suddenly, at night, the apes discover a 
metallic slab,a monolith, in their midst, They 
touch this product of some alien intellicence 
gingerly; later one of the man-apes “invents” 
the first tool--a bone club, In an ensuing tribal 
fight, he kills an enemy with the latest advance 
toward civilization;gleefully, he cavorts around 
the corpse and hurls his club into the air. Then,

authenticity at police checkpoints, Mankind has 
come so far but gone so little. 

One of the monoliths 1s discovered on the moon 
four million vears old and beaming a radio signal 
io Jupiter, A rocket is sent off in quest of the 
mysterious slab's origins, Its only two conscious 
erew-members, Kear Dullea and Gary Lockwood 
(tires others are in suspended animation), operate 
the ship aided by a nearly human computer, the 
HAL--9600, ° 

Here, Kubrick sets up the theme of man and his 
achievements juxtaposed to the immensity of the 
galaxies, Man,who has come se far technically, 
from the first bone club, thinks he has achieved 
perfection in HAL, yet the computer malfunctions : 
and in fear of its safety(having been endowed 
with emotions)it kills the hibernating crew and 
forces Dullea to desert Lockwood. Then man,

This part of the film is slow and plodding 
but in so doing reinforces the realism of the film,

Dullea's arrival on Jupiter is the incredible, ’

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If you hate that shit blarring commercial voice yelling at you 
from your radio and you hate hearing the same 60 records played over 
and over again again, than you'll want to drink from the ELECTRIC 
BREW. From 12 midnight to dawn every Friday and Saturday night on 
WASH 97.1 F.M. an experience of good radio, no loud commercials 
and no damned TOP 60, but a spontaneous flow of Hendrix, Cream, Doors, 
Fugs, Mothers, Muddy Waters, Lenny Brice, Sonny Boy Williamson, 
Sgt. Pepper, etc. is present. A radio station that really cares more 
about its listeners than its advertisers, 

The whole thing started inL. A. and moved east to N. Y. and now 
to the Balto. -Wash, area. A few months ago Blair Newman, Frank 
Richards and Paul efowell decided to smoke up and go around to 
find a station that would take them, WASH turned over their dead 12 to 
dawn spot, in exchange for their first puff. It was beautiful, a program 
that plays music, poetry, comedy, and anything good, but most of all 
the announcers don't assault you, they smoke with you. 

"The show plays anything that fits in", says Dowell. "For instance, 
we've done themes on killing, sex, woman, brotherhood and many others. 


The night of the riots we did a thing on fire;you can do just about any- 
thing with music. "He stressed that they always tried for a constant 
change of sound with an informal air that would let the show go "some- 
what spontaneously". As he said, "We pick all our music and even though 
none of us has any previous radio experience, we are sensitive to the changes 
taking place, Of course, I have my background as a professional musician 
to draw on and everyone has their drugs. " ( Dowell is ex-bass player of the 
old Hangmen, now The Collection). 

The show makes no money directly, but Newman, Richards, and 
Dowell do own a record store, the Discophile, on M Street in Georgetown; 
they say the show has decidedly helped the store, No listenership ratings 
are taken on WASH, but BREW is confident of the market, Censorship has 
not presented a problem, primarily because the FCC acts only on complaint, 
but, as Dowell suggests, ''This is an unusual area, a lot of conservatives 
are around, and we do want to remain on the air." 

~ ELECTRIC BREW is currently off the air because Matromedia is 

buying the station; meanwhile the trio is doing their best to convince MM 
to keep the show. Thev believe MM is favorable, but nothing is definite at 
the moment, The network does have a Frisco station in the same vein, and 
that may have some bearing, We need a FM rock station in the area, and 
Dowell admits letters will impress, Send mail to: WASH FM, University 
and Viers Mill Road, Wheaton, Maryland, 

So when you sit back, put on your pipe and listen to the ELECTRIC 
BREW flow through your mind--or sit in the middle of the floor and flip back

Whatever happened to politics? Huh? Why are these homosexual 
male models making fools of themselves in Indiana, Oregon, and Cali- 
fornia?

Nope, it was the likes of Carmen DeSapio, Boss 
Tweed, Harry Byrd, names that once moved the machines. Ahardy bunch 
of corrupt, cigar munching men who had no illusions. as to where they 
could make money, how they could placate the plebians. 

But now. Look what's happening. Have you ever been to Eugene's? 

a 's the place to go in New York, It is also a nightclub created for 

e sole purpose of raising money and support for Eugene, And there 
-gsits Dustin Hoffman and Allen Ginsberg. An actor and a poet, who have 

no business in politics at all, Like the beautiful people, politicians are 

now just as beautiful and phony. 

Take for example tall, graying, handsome, inept Governor Spiro as 
Agnew. One imagines that he screws his wife at night, All is health, He 

s even a Rockefeller liberal, Orwas. More about that later. 

Anyhow, Ted was contrasted with with George P. Mahoney in the 
gubernatorial election. Mahoney is not cool at all. He is ugly, dumb, and 
a segregationist, So your man and mine was Agnew. He looks better on 
television, He has power. Image, they say, makes the man, And so it 
is with Agnew. 

Ted pulled a fast one after the Baltimore insurrection, He called 125 
prominent black leaders into his office and told them they were failures 
as leaders because they failed to consider the sensibilities of the white 
people, There they were, religious, civic, and political leaders of the 
black community, and they were being castigated for the riots by this 
pansy. They were, as you can well imagine, pissed, As a body they rose 
and walked as the Governor of Maryland was still reading from his pre- 
pareu text, | 

Well, that was the latest in a series of blunders that Agnew pulled, On 
April 4, the day that Martin Luther King was slain, Maryland's handsome 
Republican governor jailed 293 black college students because they wanted 
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to see him. The students, who attend Bowie State College, had been voicing 
discontent over their school for over two years, They asked that the Govern- 
or come and see their school, he being an elected official and all, Ted de- 
cided that this was not the "orderly" thing to do, and threw half the student 
body into jail, Another cool move, 

What the Governor was trying to hide, or perhaps does not know, is that 
Bowie State College is being turned into a white suburban commuting school 
The blacks who now attend the Prince Georges County college will be slowly 
phased out, as no dormitory space is scheduled to be built. Bowie President 
Samuel L, Myers is well aware of the squeeze, As are certain vested inter- 
ests in Prince Georges County. You can see how embarrassing questions 
could have arose as to inadequacy of dormitory facilities. 

Such moves, and others like calling H. Rap Brown a "categorical jerk" 
and a "mad dog" are not going to win Ted many friends among blacks who 
have to tolerate Agnew's improprieties, Apparently someone else was watch- 
ing the show. Because up in New York, Rocky was displeased with his friend 

Among the first to propose and then actively press for Rocky's presi- 
dential gambit was Ted, Ted is Rocky's prodigy. Rocky leads the Republican 
stable of studs such as Percy and Lindsay, and Ted's actions in early April 
were not too cool for Rocky. So, one imagines, there was a phone call one 
night from Albany to Annapolis. And what came from the conversation was 
that Ted was no longer needed, The day that Rockefeller announced his wish 
to beP resident, Agnew was ‘conspicuously’ absent. In fact, Ted was in Hawaii 


vacationing. 
And did Ted have a good time in Hawaii? Of course. Before he left, news- 


men smelled something. And they were right. "Governor Agnew is traveling 
at personal expense" was the word from the press aides on how Agnew was 
going to bankroll his vacation, But no. A few days later, hoping to beat a 
white-lie charge, the Governor's office retreated on its statement and let 
the world know, (disereetly of course), that the Sheraton Hotel Corporation 
was paying everything. In fact, Ted was in on a sunset ribbon-cutting cere- 
mony marking the opening of the Sheraton Kauai on one of Hawaii's outer 
islands, 

So poor Ted was collecting a suntan and some quick cash while Rocky was 
announcing and the Baltimore blacks were fuming. The reason Agnew has 
been so inept is that he doesn't realize that he has an image, Images don't 
go around jailing college students or cursing Negro leaders or being publicly 
bribed by large hotel] chains, Images are supposed to be handsome, witty, 
and intelligent to the point of supplying all the answers. They are supposed 
to do clever things like end-the war in View-Nam, and placate black America, 
and invite Pablo Casals to play the cello, and haves lots of kids, and to be 
young, and to have money, and to have gracious and beautiful wives, and black 
and white cocker spaniels, and nightclubs in three metropolitan areas, Images 
are not supposed to be ugly, or corrupt, or dishonest , or passionate, or 
bigoted, or incoherent, In short, they are not supposed to be boorish; they 
are to be hip. 

What it boils down t is that Agnew does not know how to act in polite 
company. Exuding health like so much sweat won't fool junkies, epileptics, 
radicals, freaks, or Black Power people. Ted should be left on that Hawaiian 


beach, with the sun setting over a calm Pacific Ocean. 
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"491," which has recently been 
cleared for American release after 
years of suppression, isa major dis- 
appointment. If it had been released 
as scheduled, it probably would have 
attacted huge crowds at the box-of- 
fice, but the movie-going public has 
seen some raw scenes in the last 
few years; and while the shock value 
is still there, time has considerably 
lessened the punch, 

As a book, "491" was a gruesome 
document by Lars Gorling on the total 
failure of a Swedish expe fimental 
correctional institution for male ju- 
venile delinquents.As a movie, how- 
ever, it becomes a rather pointless 
and tedious glimpse of five 1950-ish 
juvenile delinquents and their mas- 
ochistic warden; the kids mentally 
and physically attack each other with- 
out the slightest suggestion as to the 
causes for their actions. We are never 
shown how the home works, why the 
boys are there, or how their twisted 
relationships have come about. All 
we seeis a reform school run by two 
unbelievable dolts andthe boys, look+ 
ing rotten enough, who rob, drink { 
fight and fornicate to an almost comic 
excess. 

The warden, in the book, is a piti- 
ful man, dedicated to his job and 
trying to do his best only to be re- 
peatedly attacked, robbed, and har— 
rassed by his unruly prisoners, He 
can never quite admit defeat, and in 
the end is destroyed by his kindness 
and fairness with the boys, In the 
film, however, his character is never 
clearly defined and he turns into a 

totally unsympathetic fool who lets 
the boys walk all over him through 
sheer masochism rather than dedi- 
cation. The rottenest kid also fails 
to come across on screen because 
we are never really shown any reason 
for his acting as mean as he does, 
Instead of a cocky, insecure delin- 
quent, he seems to be almost too 
smart and full of initiative to be be- 
lievable as a hard-core trouble maker? 
The only character successfully trans- 
lated from the novel to film is the 
young nymphomaniac the boys keep 
locked in their sleeping quarters, She 
possesses all the pent-up violence, 
hatred and sheer meaness that Lars 
Gorling caught so well in his book, 

The scenes which caused so much 
trouble with censors, a gang-bang of 
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the sixteen year-old nymphomaiiac 
by the five boys and a German Shep- 
herd, and a blow-job performed on 
one of the delinquents by the head of 
the institutim, are done with so little 
imagination that they become merely 
static rather than violent and perverse 
as they were intended, Further,the 
editing is slow and aull when it should 
have been fast-moving and frantic. 
The actors doas well as possible con- 
sidering the clumsy screen play, but 
never come near the stark depravity 
and roughness made so startingl y 
realistic in the novel. 

In short, "491" could have been done 
powerfully, but instead comes across 
asa rather stale and dated melodrama, 
For those of you who feel you must 
see it because of all the controversy 
it has aroused, you'd do better by 
reading the book, 


Also from Sweden, the inappropri- 
ately titled "I, A Lover", is yet a- 


*nother film vainly trying to cash in on 


the success of "I, A Woman", It is 
perhaps the worst film I have ever 
seen, totally lacking in artistic merit. 

A young accountant whose wife has 
just left him because he is impotent, 
suddenly finds himself plagued by sex- 
ually willing females (including his. 
best friend's wife and daughter). What 
follows isthe most moronic situation- 
sex-comedy imaginable. Suddenly, 
for no apparent reason, he becomes 
exactly the opposite - a sex maniac 
who drools in front of lingerie depart- 
ments, hallucinates nude women, and 
in the most nauseating scene in the 
movie, attends a sort of "square" 
middle age orgy. The "lover" referred 
to in the title is hideously offensive 
in looks and actions - a sort of horny 
Ozzie Nelson - or more appropiately, 
"I, A Meatball." 

The other characters are equally 
obnoxious: his friend's wife (who 
seduces him) weighs about 170 and 
dances around in a black girdle out- 
fit; his psychiatrist answers the phone 


"Mrs, Panus - P as in penis, A as in 


anus, etc. ;" and his wife is an over- 
weight cow who "just can't get enough. "' 
The dialogue throughout the film is 
equally as preposterous, A really 
bad film, The only thing to save this 
film from total obscurity in film his- 
tory is an obvious rimming scene - 
to my knowledge, a first.

Criticism that MACE has not been adequately tested is three-pronged. 
First, the tests that are accepted by the police departments are not made by 
an fmdependent firm, but by the distributors themselves. Second, these tests 
have not been on humans and do not faithfully reproduce the circumstances of 
actual police use. Third, only immediate effects are studied; the possibility 
: of effects showing up after an interval of time is not considered. It has been 
suggested that testing is currently gaing on by police departments using 
very real humans in very real circumstances, 

Even when used properly, MACE may well have drawbacks and dan- 
gers, For instance, its spray is wide enough to saturate a person's clothing 
as well as hit his face. The liquid chemical evaporates slowly from clothing, 
and its effect is thereby prolonged, In Paterson, N.J., recently a doctor 
and two nurses were overcome by fumes from the clothing of a 16-year-old 
boy who had been MACEd, If the fumes are that strong, and if mental con- 
fusion is one of the effects of the chemical, then is a prisoner able to proper- 


ly answer questions or protect his civil rights? Additionally, doctors have 
stated that MACE might seriously affect the health of, or be fatal to, a person 
suffering from a respiratory or heart ailment, 
In response to the U.S, Surgeon General's Report (whose content is a 
/ matter of rumor, since copies are not immediately obtainable), the use of 
MACE has been suspended recently in Washington and San Francisco. The law 
enforcement agencies of Baltimore City and County, however, have not taken 
such action, Both departments were contacted in order to learn how they use 
MACE and what their reactions were to the arguments against its use. 

On trying to arrange an interview with Major Morrissey, public rela- 
tions officer of the city P.D,, I found him difficult to reach, When (after sev- 
en calls) I finally spoke with him, he was so suspicious that I wasn't able to 
learn much, His reluctance to give me an interview or respond to questions 
was largely due to his manifest scepticism about the nature of BFP (as if that 
should make a difference). "What is it, '' he asked, "A handout? I've never 
heard of it. '' I Satisfied his curiosity a little. 'Well, I've already made state- 
ments to the press about MACE," he retorted, As everyone knows, of course, 
there is only ONE press. 

He declined to be interviewed, said he was tied up for the rest of the 
week, I did manage, though, to ask a few questions on the phone, 

3 | "Do all of your officers carry MACE?" 

"No, We use it on a tactical basis," 

"What does that mean? You use it selectively?" 

"Yes, selectively. We use it in certain areas." (I wonder which oneuts 
"What sort of training is given your men in the use of MACE?" 


"Well, they are instructed, of course,"

. "We conducted a preliminary investigation. " 

‘What was the nature of that investigation?" 

We looked into it, We made an investigation. " 


Such were the PUBLIC RELATIONS officer's laconic, guarded, and 
evasive remarks, 

My experience with tke Baltimore County Police Department was a ~- 
completely different one, There I interviewed Deputy Chief Zinkhan. Chief 
of Police, Ellison W. Ensor, sat in on the interview and contributed to it. 
These police officials, though cautious, were not hostile. They answered my 
questions fully and showed me literature and police reports concerning MACE, 

I learned from them that MACE has been used in the County for six 
months, that they use only the spray can form, and that not all officers carry 
it because their supply is not large enough, During this period, MACE has 
been used only about six times. Chief Ensor explained that it was only em- 
ployed when a person was violent and could not be subdued by any other means, 
The County officers are instructed on when and how to use MACE, and they 
face disciplinary action if they should use it indiscriminately. Deputy Chief 
Zinkhan said that there had been no complaints regarding their use of MACE 
and that whenever it was used, a report was filed by the arresting officer. I 
was shown two of these reports (one recounted how a gallant policeman saved 
a spinster who was being terrorized by an errant bat. ). 


Despite their openness, however, nothing that either of the police 
chiefs said--except their avowal that their officers are cautioned to show 
restraint in using MACE--really answered any of the criticisms of MACE. 
They accept the claims of the distributor about the complete safety of the 
product, Though they have not had any bad experiences with it, they were 
unaware of the reports on such incidents, Chief Ensor stated flatly that not 
only had he not seen the Surgeon General's Report, but also that he didn't 
think such a document existed, The fact that the use of MACE in Washington 
and San Francisco was suspended did not impress him particularly. 

Interestingly enough, though both of these men gave the impression of 
not wishing to conceal anything, and though they did show me another product 
which they stated was the same as MACE and let me spray it on my arm as 
a test, they did not show me or let me try MACE itself. This other product, 
called FEDERAL STREAMER, had a label which indicated it was liquid tear 
gas. Liquid tear gas is not the same thing as MACE; it lacks the chemical 

trichlorethane, which is the controversial element in MACE, The liquid 
tear gas caused me to fee] merely a burning sensation, I wonder what I would 
have felt if it had been MACE?
